Vice-President Bury te Much Interes- 
ted in the Subject 


Vice-president Bury, of the Cana 
dian Pacific Railway, while in Calgary 
reurning from a trip to the Coast, 
said the company is very much in- 
terested in the question of mixed 
farming, and will do everything in its 
power to encourage the farmers to 
engage to a greater. extent in this 
branch of agriculture. . He believed 
that more mixed farniing wan essen- 
tial to the welfare of the country and 
it is astonishing to finé so much agri- 
cultural produce being imported, “On 
this trip,” he said, “I was served with 
butter from New Zealand, mutton 
from Australia, fruit from the United 
States, marmalade from England, and 
potatoes from Virginia.

STEFANSSON ANXIOUS TO GO 
BACK TO THE WILDS 


Seeks Commission From. Canadian 
Government to Continue Exploration 
Work in the Northern Part of Can- 
ada—Opposed to all Efforts Towards 
Civilizing the Eskimos, 


Ottawa, —. Vilhjaimur Stefansson, 
the explorer, who -has spen: a halt 
dozen years within the Arctic Citcle, 
representing Canadian interesis in the 
joiat expedition sent tip under the di- 
rection of scefansson and Lieut. An- 
derson by the United States and Do- 
minion geological ‘sarveys, arrived in 


O.tawa. Iu is understood he will lay 
vefore ine Goveriaedt the resuits of 
his last expedition wih a view to 8e- 


curing support for anovher trp north, 

Sielansgon during the course of his 
explorations, Witch were mainly eth- 
nological in characcer, sent a series of 
leiters to the general survey describ- 
ipg his movements, and rere.ring 
briefly to his hardships, which were 
many,* the explorers having to live 
for periods on seal oj}, and tea leaves, 
helped out with the usual chewed moc- 
casins. : 

Interviewed, however, he states that 
Arctic hardships are by no means as 
distasteful as one would gather, and 
that it is above all the life for him. 
He desires to go back north to contin- 
ué his explorations, although this is 
hig first trip to civilization after years 
epent beyond the outer fringe of it. 

He is in hopes that the Canadian 
Government will take steps, © whtile 
there ts yet time, for the protection 
4n Central Arctic Canada and Victoria 
Land of the caribou and musk oxen 
and the Eskimos as well, all, he thinks, 
being in danger of extinction. Mr. 
Stefansson'’s expressed wish, in fact, 
in regard to the new race of white 
Eskimos. whom he discovered up north 
was that no attempt would be made to 
civilize and Christianize them. 

Mr. Stefansson is making arrange- 
ments for the ‘trip into the Arctic for 
the purpose of exploring for geogra- 
phica] and other information, the last 
of the unknown northern lands. He 
expects to make a start from Victoria 
in May, and will be accompanied by 
six men. Mr. Stefansson will, in all 
probability, make his headquarte*s on 
St. Patrick's Island. He will reiaatn 
in the north for three years. It is 
quite probable that the expedition will 
be clothed with the authority of the 
Canadian Government to take poss*s- 
sion in the name of the Dominion of 
any new lands discovered.

—Sample Markets at Winnipeg and 
Fort Wiillam, 


Ottawa .—Probably the most import- 
ant feature of the Canadian Grain 
Commission report tabled in the house 
by Hon. George E. Foster, is that in 
order to provide adequate facilities 
for the handling of the future grain 
crops, an effort would be made to 
take full advantage of the completion 
of the Hudson Bay railway and the 
Panama’ Canal. This could best be 
‘done, the commissioners. say, by the 
‘construction of a system of interior 
} elevators, transfer elevators on the 
coast and Hudson Bay. Suggestion 
is made that the board should be au- 
thorized by government to investigate 
and report on the mest suitable loca- 
tion for these elevators. The board 
takes it for granted that such a sys- 
tem of elevators would be both owned 
and operated by the government. 

The board recominends that sample 
wheat markets should be established 
‘in Winnipeg and Fort William by Sept. 
1, 1913, and that the railway compan- 
fes be requested to grant facilities 
for taking samples at such points as 
shall be agreed upon by the railway 
commissioa and the grain commission. 

Another suggestion is that there 
‘should be established in Winnipeg a 
laboratory for testing the milling and 
baking qualities of the Canadian grain. 
This,. the commissioners think, could 
be established in connection with the 
Winnipeg Agricultural College. Other 
recommendations are that there 
should be one inspection at the head 
of the lakes instead of two; that there 
should be a reduction in the number 
of inspector districts in the eastern 
division; that there should be a chief 

inspector for the western division; 
that a weighmaster should be ap- 

pointed for the western division to 
have charge of a weighing department 
and that a system of registration and 
cancellation of the warehouse receipts 

should be established. 2 

The report states that there are in 
the west 2,225 country elevators with 
a capacity of 67,000,000 bushels. The 
work of inspecting these elevators is 
done by the deputy inspector, but ow- 
ing to their number it is impossible 
for him to do it thoroughly and they 


can be inspected only on special occas- | Th 


ions. The capacity of the terminal 
elevators at Fort William and Port 
Arthur is given at 27,820,400 bushels, 
as compared with 26,700,400 in 1911.

C.P.R., now in England in the inter- 
ests of the colonization. work of the 
Canadian Pacific announcement is 
made of the opening of settlement of 
the company’s irrigation block in the 
Bassano district, comprising 600,000 
acres of land, all subject to irriga- 
tion. 

In connection with this announce- 
ment will be the declaration of the 
new settlement policy of the Canad- 
lan Pacific which will provide that in 
future no C.P.R. lands shall be sold 
to speculators but only to actual set- 
tlers under agreement for improve- 
ment and cultivation. The period for 
paying for the land will be extended 
to twenty instead of ten years as in 
the past and a loan of $2,000 will be 
made to each settler to enable him 
to, make his improvements while, as 
an encouragement to mixed farming, 
$1,000 worth of live stock will be pro- 
vided at cost price. The whole to 
be paid back in 20 years in annual in- 
stallments at interest of six per cent, 
The company is making a special 
effort to attract emigrants from the 
countries of Northern Europe, partic- 
ularly Scandinavians and Danes whom 
the company considers the best dairy 
farmers in the world and Germans 
whom it recognizes as among the best 
mixed farmers. An effort will be 
made to colonize the whole of the 
eastern half of the big irrigation block 
with settlers from those countries. 


New. Railway to Hudson Bay 

Vancouver.— Vancouver promoters 
of the Pacific and Hudson Bay Rail- 
way are asking Federal Government 
to guarantee bonds for the building 
of a railway from Bella Coola north- 
eastward, through central and north- 
ern British Columbia, through the 
Peace River country, thence to Al- 
berta by the Paint River Pass, and 
ultimately on to Hudson Bay. 

The plan put up by the promoters 
to the Government, is that an immed- 
fate start at construction will be made 
this summer, if the government will 
guarantee the bonds of the 800 miles 
now contemplated at $40,000 per mile, 
these being thirty year debentures at 
four and one half per cent. per an- 
num. 

The company does not intend to 
ask for any financial assistance from 
the government of British Columbia. 
e promoters say they have spent a 
quarter of a million dollars, gathering 
data and making surveys.

| Deut, XXxil, 8), although Israel had 
not at that time begun to exist on 
earth. To-day there is no nation 
among the nations called Israel, but 


in the sight of God Israel is still a na- 
tion and shall never cease to‘be one, 
and ere long shall be recognized as 
such, and her king shall sit on David's 
throne at Jerusalem and shall be king 
|over all the eanth, King af kings and 
Lord of lords (Jer. xxxi, 35-40; ili, 
17; Zech. xiv, 9; Luke i, 32, 38. -He 
will perforin the truth tu Jacob and 
; the mercy to Abraham even as He 
has sworn (Mic. vii, 20). 

This is worth noting now, as we are 
about to begin the study of the story 
of Abraham. To those who would 
dare to question there ever was a 
man called Abrabam we would say 
consider Jesus Christ and His testi- 
mony in such passages as Matt, vili, 
11, 12; John viii, 66. The number 
twelve is suggestive of all Israel and 
of the time when. the twelve apostles 
shal) sit on twelve thrones, ruling the 
twelve tribes (Matt. xix, 28; Luke 
xxii, 30). The seventy nations of 
Gen. x make us think of the other 
seventy whom He sent forth after 
He sent forih the twelve. The Ba- 
bel story of Gen. xi, 1-9, points us 
onward to the consummation of rebel- 
lion against God before the promises 
to Abraham shall be finally fulfilled 
(see Rev. xiii; xvili). 

The spirit of Babylon may be 
found everywhere today and is easily 
recognized by the principle: L.t us 
make us a name, (Gen. xi, 4), instead 
of; Let us make Him a name. i 
know well that the wisdom of men. 
under the name of scholarship, new 
theology, etc., derides a great many 
things which are plainly. written in 
the Scriptures, but I am one of those 
who believe all things written by 
Moses and the prophets and that there 
shall. be a Htera)] fulfillment of the 
same, even as Christ Himself taught. 

From to-day'’s lesson onward we 
have the story of Abraham, the friend 
of God (11 Chron. xx, 7; Isa. xii, 8; 
Jas. ii; 23), to whom the God of Giory 
appeared and said: Get thee out of 
thy country and from thy kindred and 
come into the land which I shall shew 
thee. It is written of him: By faith 
Abraham, when he was called to go 
out into a place which he should after 
receive for an inheritance, obeyed, and 
he went out, not knowing whither he 
went (Acts vii, 3; Heb. xi, 8). He 
was for more than 150 years contem- 
porary with Shem, the son of Noah, 
and I do not doubt but that he had 
heard from him of paradise, the flam- 
ing sword, the cherubini, the future 
glory of ‘the redeemed, when:all crea- 
tion shall enjoy the benefits of the 
great redemption according to Rom. 
viii, 18-23. See also Heb. xi, 10, 13. 
The great promises of verses 1 to 3 
of our lesson were not fulfilled to 
Abraham in his lifetime (see Acts 
vii, 5), and they sti await their com- 
plete fulfillment, but all that God has 
said shall come to pass in His time, 
and all true believers shall see it. 

His call was to complete separa- 
tion from his kindred, but he took 
some of them with him, and they 
seem to have proved a hindrance for 
a time, He did get beyond Haran 
till the death of his father (xi, 32). 
When he entered the land his first 
resting place was Sichem, Shechem, 
in the plain of Moreh. There the 
Lord appeared unto him and confirm- 
ed the promise: Unto thy seed will 
1 give this land, ¢verse 7), and there 
Abraham builded his first altar in the 
land unto the Lord. This seems to 
have been the Lord's first appearance 
to him since He called him to leave 
his native land. He had not been 
fully obedient, and revelations of the 
Lord require obedience on our part.

It should always be so with 
the believer, or, as in Il Sam. v, 10, 
margin, “going and growing,” or as 
in Ezek. xii, 7, “an enlarging and 
a winding about, still upward, by the 
midst.”
